Amaryllises 

These bulbs should have care and attention while the 
ripening process is agoing on. To have this well un- 
der your eye there is no better place for them during 
the summer than a cold frame, where the pots can be 
plunged up to their rims. Place sash over them so they 
will be raised up top and bottom in order that they can 
have a free circulation of air over and around them. 
They will be better for a light shading. Give them a 
syringing every afternoon, but during spells of hot 
weather they will be better for two or three syringings. 
These plants can remain here until October. 

Seedlings that were sown early should be grown on 
continuously until they flower. It is better to devote a 
bench in some one of your houses to these young plants. 
Keep shifting as they may require until they are in a 
5 or 6 in. pot. For a compost give them a rather heavy 
fibrous loam two parts, well decayed cow manure one part 
and to this add some gritty sand and bone with a dash of 
soot. Attend regularly with water and grow on by con- 
stant heat and moisture until they flower, after which 
they can go under the ripening process as above men- 
tioned. 

Cyclamen 

The weather from this out is bound to be very warm, 
so it should be the grower’s first thought to keep them 
as cool as possible. Those that are plunged outside in 
a cold-frame should have some shade; those that are 
made from lath shades being the best, for they admit 
indirect rays, which is necessary to keep the plants 
strong and stocky. See that you have the sashes raised 
up from 8 to 10 inches, bottom and top and during hot 
days give them a spraying overhead two or three times 
a day. When growing them in the house see that they 
are not exposed to a hot and dry atmosphere. Spray 
them overhead and wet down the house around the 
walks and walls, which will make the right atmospheric 
condition. Shift them along as they may require from 
time to time using a moderately firm fibrous loam two 
parts, leaf mold two parts, and one part of well decayed 
cow manure. When potting see that they have ample 
drainage. Give a weekly fumigation to keep them clear 
of the persistent aphis, for when these once get a foot- 
hold they are hard to get rid of. 


English Ivies for Next Year 


This ivy makes one of the most useful plants for 
filling veranda boxes. Stock that was propagated early 
in the spring should be planted out in the field. Choose 
a well manured piece of land as they require rich soil 
to grow into good sized plants. Give them good culti- 
vation during their sojourn in the field to keep the 
ground open and clear of weeds. Nothing further will 
be required only a continuance of good cultivation until 
they are lifted in the fall. These will make fine salable 
stock that can be potted up into 4-inch pots and win- 
tered in a cool house until spring. 


Nerines 
These lilies that have finished their growth,—that is, 


when the leaves begin to show yellow, should have the 
water supply gradually diminished so that the bulbs may 
be thoroughly ripened up. When all their foliage has a 
yellow hue give them a frame where they can be covered 
with sashes, which are tilted from the top and bottom, 
and lay the pots on their sides. When given this treat- 
ment they lapse into a dormant condition until the 
proper season arrives for renewed activity which is usual- 
ly during September. When placed in a frame this 
way they will have the full influence of the sun and air, 
which is of the greatest help in putting the bulbs in 
proper condition to flower later on. While receiving 
this thorough baking with solar heat they will not need 
any water or moisture whatever until the flower spikes 
begin to show in the fall. Where the pots get too 
crowded with a mass of bulbs they should be divided and 
repotted before they start to grow, using a rich, fibrous 
loam. 


Lilies During the Summer 


Speciosums that were potted up last fall and grown 
with the intention of flowering during the summer will 
now be coming into bloom. They should have a house 
where they can have plenty of ventilation to keep them as 
cool as possible. Go over the pots two or three times a 
day so they will not suffer for the want’ of water, and 
also go over them as the flowers begin to oven and re- 
move the pollen before it discolors the petals. Keep on 
the outlook for the green aphis. This is a very bad foe, 
but there need be no alarm where a fumigation is given 
once a week. When they are fairly well out they can be 
moved to a cool cellar where they will keep and perfect 
themselves into fine shape. Outside iilies will be greatly 
benefited by a good mulch of some well rotted manure 
which helps to keep the roots moist and cool. Where 
the weather continues dry they should have plenty of 
water at the roots. Some of the taller lilies should be 
staked in order to keep the stems erect and the flowers in 
good shape. 


Preparing Compost for Carnations 


In reality there is no dull season for the carnation 
grower, for there is always something to be looked after. 
Now is the time to think about getting your compost 
in the very best shape, for a whole lot of the success or 
failure is dependent on the soil used. All good growers 
know that without a congenial compost from which to 
draw the necessary food supply, returns from the plants 
will be very unsatisfactory. To use soil which has been 
piled up for a couple of years or more is wrong, for all 
such soil contains no fiber. Sod that was piled up last 
fall and had all the action of the winter months upon 
it is the soil to use. Where this was mixed with manure 
at the rate of three of soil to one of manure it will not 
require anything else outside of a good turning over so 
as to have it thoroughly mixed. With the pressure of 
other duties do not neglect your compost in allowing it 
to become overgrown with rank weeds, which will 
soon draw much of the plant food that your carnations 
should enjoy. Always keep the pile clean and clear of 
weeds and it will be time well invested.

The Benefit of Air at the Roots 


That all plants and fruit trees obtain a percentage of 
their food by the air penetrating to their roots is a fact 
which must not be lost sight of. Cultivation of the 
surface soil of all crops is a matter of more importance 
than one is often wont to give it. A marked difference 
has been noted with shrubs and orchard trees having the 
surface soil cultivated for a sufficient radius to extend 
to the limit of their roots, as compared with those hav- 
ing the grass growing right up to the base of the tree. 
This same thing must be considered when growing under 
glass. A bench or border coated over with green or 
slime makes the surface about air tight and with no air 
the whole thing will soon turn sour, with such results as 
to nullify all that has been done previously. Available 
food substances are rendered impure, root hairs will die 
away, soon the root tip or feeder (spongiole) will decay 
and the top growth will not be long in showing there is 
something wrong “down below.” Melon beds taking 
lots of water will often need the surface loosening-up; 
not with a hoe—a pointed piece of stick or a label should 
be used and care should be taken not to damage any 
healthy surface roots. Borders of all kinds will soon get 
hard and green on the surface, making watering difficult 
if not occasionally pricked up with a small fork. Before 
a mulching is applied prick up the border and any part 
which may not be mulched should be kept open at 
all times. Dirty pots are often called unsightly; they 
are more, they are unhealthy. Clean pots are all right 
to put trees into, but this should not be all—they should 
be kept clean. All pots are porous, thus admitting so 
much air to the roots constantly. When the pot is cov-. 
ered over with another growth sealing up the pores it 
becomes air tight and the roots are deprived of so much 
valuable food. Fruit trees in pots very easily become 
dirty, having so much moisture about them. It will be 
time well spent to remove it periodically. 


Watering 


With the foregoing remarks might be coupled watering 
—or water as the chief cause of it all; yet in itself a 
necessity. It is an easy matter to encourage this seal- 
ing of the surface by careless use of the hose while 
watering. Take a border recently pricked up for in- 
stance—an ideal state to receive water. The work and 
usefulness of loosening that surface soil can soon be nul-

lified by letting the water run too fast, flooding the 
whole and instead of soaking into the soil the probability 
is it will stand on the surface for some time and when it 
does go in there will be a decided crust left on the suf- 
face. It may take more time but it will pay to let the 
water run a little slow and soak right in. With borders, 
which are deeper than benches, enough water must be 
given to soak to the bottom. An extra dry piece is apt 
to deceive one. Water will take longer to soak through 
this than a semi-dry piece. Make due allowance for 
this and go over it several times. The same is to be said 
of a pot when dried out—a single watering will be in- 
sufficient to soak the whole ball. 


The Fires 


The cool nights we are experiencing at the time of 
writing—exceptional for the time of year,—are welcome, 
not only as a means for the weary to recuperate after a 
day’s toil, but also as to necessitate a little more fire 
heat through the pipes to keep a correct temperature. 
This takes the chill out of the houses, dries the atmos- 
phere a little through the night and altogether makes it 
more buoyant. A stagnant damp atmosphere in the 
early mornings only breeds trouble. If trouble of any 
kind is experienced with melon stems, nothing will help 
it on more than a continual stagnant moist air. Dis- 
eases of other plants and trees can be traced to this same 
cause. Coal bills are always stiff obstacles to jump— 
better to meet them than to meet trouble in another way. 
With the exception of a heat wave I think a little warmth 
in the pipes is advisable through all fruit houses even 
though the temperature may be a few degrees high. 


Excessive Root Pruning 


That we can have too much of a good thing is dem- 
onstrated with excessive root pruning. At this season 
of the year, late trees will show it; perhaps making a 
shy growth up to now and crowning it by dropping 
some of the crop. An extra amount of water will be 
of no avail. The tree should be treated normally at the 
root and given an extra spray over occasionally. If 
the growth is not satisfactory reduce the crop to half. 
From now on a mental note should be made of all trees 
and the extent of next fall’s root pruning decided on. 
It will be a big mistake to serve them all alike unless 
they happen to be all young trees making a vigorous 
growth.

In Horricutrure for June 8th in notes on white- 
washing I made a little mistake while copying. This 
mistake fortunately did no harm, only that it sounds 
rather ridiculous. The mistake was this: Instead of

with lime, but will also help preserve the bench,” 
this should read: “ . . . thoroughly wetting the 
bench just before applying. This will not only make 
whitewashing much easier, but by filling every nook and 
crevice with lime, will also help preserve the bench.” 


Cutting From Young Plants 


Do not be in too much of a hurry to cut roses from 
roses planted only a short time ago. A greater mistake 
could hardly be made. It will pay to disbud all shoots 
and give the plant a chance to get some wood and 
foliage. Try to build up your plants as much as possi- 
ble and then with good strong healthy plants to start 
with there is no reason why anyone should be afraid to 
face the winter. 

Many Beauty growers make a mistake giving their 
plants too much water during summer and early fall. 
A fine crop of Beauties will be cut early in the fall, and 
then blackspot generally sets in and the plants rest when 
they ought to be growing. We would never advocate 
withholding water enough to hinder the growth; keep 
the plants going by all means, yet do not force them to 
grow by applying water too liberally. This applies not 
to Beauties alone, but to other roses as well. 

Brides and "Maids 

These do not want to be pinched much or they will 
produce a large quantity of blind wood that will never 
amount to anything. Instead of pinching these, we 
find it advisable to let the buds grow until they just 
commence to show color and then cut them back, leav- 
ing two or three good eyes. These, if the plants are

watered carefully, will develop strong breaks that will 
produce fine roses later in the season. 


Disbudding Beauties 


As we recommended in previous issues of HorT1cul- 
TURE, do not allow buds on young Beauties to stay on 
the plants until they show color or open into bloom. All 
buds that are to be pinched out should be taken out as 
soon as they are large enough to be seen. Take them 
with one leaf; this will leave a much stronger eye to 
break from, and the shoot will grow considerable before 
producing another bud. 

Plants will often be found where.all eyes from the 
very top. to the bottom have sent on shoots. These should 
all be broken out save the top one, and if the plant has 
more than three bottom shoots, some of these should be 
taken out also allowing only three or four of the strong- 
est to remain. If this is not done the plants with too 
many bottom breaks will become weak and subject to 
disease, the roots not having a good hold in the soil and 
therefore unable to support too many breaks. In the 
above statement we refer to young plants just planted. 


Roses for Summer Flowering 


All houses run for summer flowering should be receiv- 
ing careful attention. A little liquid manure every now 
and then will do them good, only be careful and not 
overdo it, or the plants will become soft and then be 
subject to mildew. Keep these plants well mulched so 
they will never become too dry. In preparing mulch 
we find it best to use about half good well decayed cow 
manure, a little bonemeal and half soil, using soil off the 
rose soil heap if possible. We would not recommend 
using this in the fall, but during the hot summer months, 
if manure alone should be used it would dry out too 
quickly, affording very little protection to the little ten- 
der feeders, near the surface of the soil. 

Syringe the plants whenever possible, being careful 
not to syringe when they are too dry.

years has been nothing short of phenomenal and nobody 
can predict to what degree it may yet reach. Good prac- 
tical work has been done by the young society. It wel] 
deserves the cordial support of the gardener and florist 
and undoubtedly will have it at this Boston event which 
promises to be brilliant in the extreme. The exhibition 
will eclipse anything in its line ever presented in this 
country if the plans and prospects of its promoters carry, 
It will be well worth a visit and we look for a large influx 
of visitors from all sections. 


Among the papers presented at 
the Conferences on legislation 
connected with plant diseases and 
pests held at London at the 
time of the International Ex. 
hibition, that by Mr. Hans. T. Gussow on the 
need .of wiser legislation was especially interesting 
and convincing. The subject of inspection and 
quarantine was the one that created the only lively 
discussion at the Nurserymen’s meeting in Boston, and 
we can earnestly recommend to the members of the Amer- 
ican Nurserymen’s Association that they read carefully 
the extended account of the speeches and debates at the 
London conferences as presented in the columns of the 
Journal of Horticulture. Mr. Gussow’s condemnation of 
the poorly regulated export of diseased vegetation and 
suggestion of the futility of the prohibition of imports 
and the objectionable character of much of this class of 
legislation which “puts a dangerous weapon in the hands 
of unscrupulous men” especially impresses us and we 
think the final resolution favoring international co-opera- 
tion, as unanimously adopted by the Conference, will 
meet with very general approval, in this country as well 
as abroad. The resolution was as follows:

“That this conference resolves to request the Science 
and Education Committee of the exhibition to remain in 
being, and to confer with the Board of Agriculture with 
the view cf officially summoning an international confer- 
ence to consider the means of simplifying and consolidating 
legislative enactments bearing on the repression of plant 
diseases.” ia 
We present in this issue several more 
views of the plant groups staged at 
the International Exhibition by some 
of the leading British growers, to- 
gether with descriptive notes by Mr. Spooner. As 
further details come to hand the realization of the mag- 
nitude of the stupendous undertaking grows upon Us 
Unquestionably it was the greatest exhibition of its kind 
the world has ever seen and it must be long before it will 
be duplicated. It has been suggested that once in ten 
years would be a good rule to adopt for its repetition. In 
the meantime an effort is being made to give to the Na- 
tional Flower Show to be held in New York next year 
something of an international character. We hope that 
one of the results of the visit of so many of our Ameri 
can horticulturists to the London affair may be the 
securing of a number of sensational exhibits from across 
the water. The distance is, however, too great to war 
rant the expectation that any comprehensive interna 
tional exhibition of such perishable material can ever 
be assembled in this country. We must rely on our own 
resources if we are to present anything in a big way- 
With the rapid horticultural progress now being made we 
should in the very near future be able to make @ Very 
respectable approach to the impressiveness of the great 
London effort and when the time comes Boston 
be the place selected for its exploitation. Plenty of room 
and an ideal location can be found in the Back Bay 
Fens. From three to five years for preparation will 
be too long.

Additional Features of the Great Show

Floricultural Exhibits. 

The floricultural exhibits at this 
great pageant of flowers were many 
and varied. Only the more im- 
portant groups can be here mentioned 
but a high standard of excellence was 
displayed throughout. One of the most 
imposing groups was that arranged by 
Messrs Sutton of Reading. The group 
occupied a square plateau raised about 
four feet from the ground level. In the 
center a conical mass of Cineraria 
stellata varieties was formed and at 
each of the four corners were smaller 
pyramidal groups composed of Calceo- 
larias, Primula obconica grandiflora 
varieties, Schizanthus, Gloxinia hy- 
brids edged with Nemesia. Be- 
tween the corner groups were circu- 
lar beds filled with large-flowered tu- 
berous begonias and new varieties of 
Clarkia elegans, with long spikes of 
flowers of varying shades of red, rose- 
red and white. Covering the sides of 
the plateau were boxes of grass of the 
brightest green imaginable. 

Messrs. Carter’s attractive exhibit 
had a trellis work background against 
which clumps of well-flowered green- 
house plants were arranged, the prin- 
cipal components being Schizanthus 
hybrid varieties S. retusus, Gloxin- 
jas, Streptocarpus, Brompton Stocks, 
Petunias and Cinerarias. In an oblong 
bed in the centre of the large tent 
Messrs. Webb of Stourbridge displayed 
choice strains of Cinerarias, Calceola- 
rias and Schizanthus. In a specially 
constructed stand in the grounds 
Messrs. Watkins & Simpson of Covent 
Gardens made an extraordinarily bril- 
liant display and illustrated what can 
be done in the matter of color schemes 
with the fine strains of annuals now 
at the disposal of the gardener. The 
hew Centaureas, the finest of hardy 
annuals, were well shown by the 
raisers, Messrs. Jarman of Chard Som- 
ersetshire. 

Sweet Peas. 

The entries for the competitive 
Classes of sweet peas were numerous 
and considering the early date of the 
exhibition the display of flowers was 
af once extensive and of high quality.

The principal trade exhibit was that 
of Messrs. Dobbie of Edinburg for 
which a large gold medal was awarded. 
The crowd of visitors that besieged 
this exhibit bore eloquent testimony of 
the high esteem in which the sweet 
pea is held. The best of the standard 
kinds were shown together with the 
following new varieties: Dobbies’ 
Scarlet; scarlet toned with cerise; 
Thomas Stevenson, orange _ scarlet; 
True Lavender, color implied by the 
name, an excellent Spencer form; 
Decorator, old rose With a terra-cotta 
sheen; Lady Miller, apricot on cream 
ground suffused with pink; Lavender 
George Herbert, bluish lavender; 
Marks Tey, a large bicolor, standard 
rosy maroon, wings bluish mauve; 
Brunette, dark mahogany red; Melba 
salmon red, very large; Mrs.:Cuthbert- 
son, a bicolor standard rose with pale 
wings. The three last named varieties 
received awards of merit.

Hippeastrums. 


These gorgeous bulbous plants, pop- 
ularly known as Amaryllises require a 
warm greenhouse or stove for their 
successful cultivation, but unless re- 
quired very early in the year they will 
succeed in a cooler house than is gen- 
erally, considered necessary for them, 
provided bottom heat can be supplied. 
A wonderful collection of the best va- 
rieties was shown by Sir George Hol- 
ford in the orchid tent. Messrs. Veitch 
and Messrs Ker of Liverpool also ex- 
hibited groups of choice varieties. The 
colors are usually of a rich crimson 
either self or striped with white; new 
colors tend towards white, rose and 
striped varieties. Much value is also 
attached to form and quality of 
bloom; a symmetrical flower with 
broad petals and without coarseness 
being the florists’ ideal. 


Ferns. 


The most noteworthy trade group 
in the exhibition was that arranged by 
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Messrs. W. B. May of Upper Edmon- 
ton. This was a very extensive group, 
artistically arranged, the surface 
broken by tali tree ferns, and mossy 
paths runring in various directions 
through the plants, over which the 
graceful fronds arched with telling ef- 
fect. Groups of ferns were also shown 
by J. Hill & Sons of Lower Edmonton, 
by W. A. Manda of South Orange, N. 
J., whose Polypodium Mandaianum at- 
tracted considerable attention—its 
glducous green plumage fronds 3 to 4 
feet in length rendering it a valuable 
decorative plant; by Amos Perry of 
Winchmore Hill, who exhibited a col- 
lection of hardy ferns and others. 


Stove Plants. 

By far the most important exhibit of 
this class of plants was the magnifi- 
cent group arranged in the centre of 
the great tent by Messrs. James Veitch 
& Sons of Chelsea. Each plant was a 
perfect specimen of its kind and the 
method of arrangement called forth 
praise from all. Occupying a central 
pear sheped lot of ground the group 
could be seen from all sides and noth- 
ing finer of its kind has ever been 
seen at exhibitions. Amongst orna- 
mental foliage plants in this assem- 
blage were beautiful specimens of 
rare caladiums and crotons and inter- 
spersed between these foliage plants 
were choice ferns. Splashes of bright 
color was supplied by Kalanchoe 
flammea, whose corymbs of scarlet 
flowers resemble those of bouvardias, 
Kalanchoe Excelsior, rose pink, Anthu- 
riums, Clianthus Dampieri, Medinella 
magnifica and a choice assortment of 
cannas. Supplying lightness to the 
group were Nepenthes suspended in 
baskets and tall palms and tree ferns. 
In strong contrast to this group was 
that of Messrs. Cypher of Cheltenham. 
This was interesting as an example of 
the way in which stove plants were 
grown and exhibited in early Victorian 
times and formed a connecting link 
between the 1866 exhibition and that of

Our account of the proceedings of 
this Society in annual convention at 
Boston last week carried the story 
up to the time of adjournment Thurs- 
day noon. On Thursday evening after 
the return from the excursion to Nan- 
tasket there were meetings of the 
American Nurserymen’s Protective 
Association and the American Retail 
Nurserymen’s Protective Association 
at the Hotel Somerset. 

Friday’s Session. 

The matter of quarantine and in- 
spection of foreign nursery stock, 
which had caused so much discussion 
on Thursday, was settled in short or- 
der Friday morning. The special com- 
mittee appointed to report a resolu- 
tion for consideration brought in the 
following: 

Resolved, That the report of the 
legislative committee on matters of 
Federal legislation be accepted and 
that their indorsement of House Bill 
No. 24,119 be approved, and further, 
that the new legislative committee be 
instructed to cooperate with the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture in urging the speedy passage of 
the bill or any other bill not material- 
ly changing the provisions thereof. 

Everybody appeared to agree with 
this resolution, which indorses the bill 
providing for close: inspection of im- 
ported stock but does not altogether 
prevent its importation. It was adopt- 
ed without debate. 

Addresses were made by the new 
president, Thomas B. Meehan of 
Dresher, Pa., who urged all to use 
their efforts to increase their member- 
ship and to attend the Portland con- 
vention next year. Vice-President J. 
B. Pilkington of Portland made a 
brief address, assuring that the dele- 
gates would be warmly received. Tele- 
grams were read from the mayor of 
Portland and Governor Oswald West 
of Oregon, expressing gratification 
that the next national convention will 
be held there. 

Secretary Hall read a paper by D. 
S. Lake of Shenandoah, Iowa, on “A 
Brief History of the Nursery Business 
in the West and Far West,” and after 
a question box on technical subjects 
had been discussed the convention ad- 
journed. 

A brief discussion followed the open- 
ing of the question box on the best 
packing material for nursery stock in 
shipment.

A Tribute to the Late Jerome B. Rice. 

In the death of Mr. Rice the Ameri- 
can seed trade loses one of its oldest 
and most respected members, and to 
his bereaved family will go forth the 
warmest heartfelt sympathy of the 
many who knew and loved him. 

Mr. Rice was practically born a 
seedsman, as his father had been en- 
gaged in that business for a number of 
years before the son saw the light of 
day, and excepting during the years 
of the Civil War when he was in ac- 
tive service at the front, he had been 
uninterruptedly engaged in the seed 
business up to the time of his death. 
While in the service of his country he 
contracted a malignant type of rheu- 
matism which attacked his joints, and 
finally crippled him to such an extent 
that he had not been able to walk a 
step for more than 25 years. Being 
of an active, lively disposition he 
might have said with the ancient Ro- 
man, “I am a man; nothing human is 
uninteresting to me,” for his warm- 
heartedness caused him to be inter- 
ested in everything for the better- 
ment of his fellow beings. Such an 
affliction to a man of his tempera- 
ment must have been heart breaking, 
yet with little fear of contradiction 
it can be said that a more equable dis- 
position it has been the good fortune 
of few to know, and in this respect his 
life has ever been an example and a 
living sermon on patience. 

It has been my pleasure and my 
privilege to know Mr. Rice intimately 
for nearly 25 years. I have known 
him when all was bright and promis- 
ing and when the outlook was dark 
and the shadows were heavy. In fact 
under almost every condition that is 
the lot of the ordinary man to pass 
through, and seldom has his optimism 
or courage failed him. - 

Though keenly conscious of his 
Many good qualities of heart and 
brain I make no effort to canonize 
him. “Call no man perfect” said the 
world’s greatest moral teacher, but 
when the ledger of life is written up 
there will be a very large balance to 
the credit of Mr. Rice. 

Most men of affairs hedge themselves 
about with conditions which make it 
more or less difficult to reach them and 
no doubt they are fuily justified in so 
doing, but rightly or wrongly Mr. 
Rice followed a different course. He 
had no sanctum sanctorum excepting 
his home, and it was not difficult to 
reach him even there, while his office 
door was never locked, no sentry 
guarded it, and anyone was free to 
enter at will.

would have been had not the season 
been so late. We have been advised 
by several seedsmen that it was doubt- 
ful whether they would be able to get 
away, as the lateness of the season 
will keep them at their desks and busy 
at least two weeks farther into the 
month of June than usual. 


Crop News. 

The matter of crop news is one of 
great interest to the trade at this time 
of year. We are able to report that 
peas are still most promising, and the 
prospect up to this date very satisfac- 
tory With reference to beans and 
corn conditions are not as favorable 
as they should be at this season of the 
year. We are advised that beans have 
not all been planted for seed purposes. 
In fact not over 50 per cent of the 
acreage had gone into the ground up 
to the 15th. It has been much the 
same with corn, although perhaps a 
larger percentage has been planted 
than of beans, but both items start the 
season with a decided handicap and 
conditions will have to be very favor- 
able from now on if we have a normal 
crop of either. 

As late as the 9th and 10th there 
were heavy frosts throughout Central 
and Western New York, and beans 
and tomato plants were cut down to a 
great extent. The same conditions we 
understand prevailed in portions of 
Northern Ohio and Michigan, and some 
sections the frost was severe enough 
to freeze water. Fortunately, these 
frosts seem to be largely local and 
not country-wide. Had they been, the 
loss would have amounted to a posi- 
tive disaster. 

We shall endeavor to furnish crop 
news from each week that will be 
strictly accurate and not misleading in 
any respect. 


The Sweet Pea Outlook. 

Sweet peas are going to be very 
short, and in fact many of the Spencer 
types will be well-nigh failures. Prices 
will rule over a hundred per cent 
higher even than last year according 
to information which reaches us. Sev- 
eral of the larger handlers of sweet 
peas have buttoned up tightly and will 
not quote at any price.
